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1 . The amendment filed on June 3, 2005 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and 
will not be entered because: the proposed amendment contradicts claim 8 reciting "combining 
the therapeutic with a carrier prior to the therapeutic being transferred from the SCF to the 
medical device" of claim 8, when according to claim 1, the carrier coating has been already 
applied to the medical device prior to the therapeutic being transferred from the SCF to the 
medical device". The specification as filed does not describe an embodiment where the carrier is 
applied first, and then the therapeutic combined with the carrier is applied thereto. Therefore, the 
amendment raises the issue of new matter and raises new issues that would require further search 
and consideration since they were not searched and addressed in the Final Office Action mailed 
on 3/15/2005. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicants' arguments filed June 3, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that the Scott reference does not disclose or suggest the separate steps 
of "applying a carrier coating to the medical device" and then "transferring the therapeutic ... to 
the medical device," "wherein the carrier coating is applied to the medical device prior to the 
therapeutic being transferred ... to the medical device." 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. 

Scott teaches that, ". . . Most investigators and stent companies have focused their efforts 
on directly coating the metal stent wires with a polymer. This polymer is usually placed directly 
on the stent (e.g., by dipping the stent in soluble polymer) or is covalently bound to the metal. 
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The polymer is bonded to or contains an anticoagulant compound...". (See column 3, lines 59- 
61). In other words,_Scott teaches coating first a metal stent with a polymer, and an anticoagulant 
compound is bonded to the polymer or applied in combination with the polymer (polymer 
contains the drug).
